Several 
of her crew landed at Valparaiso in one 
of the ship’s boats, but the captain, chief 
mate and nineteen of the crew who left the 
wreck in boats are still missing. 

The Parthia was built at Bath, Maine, in 
1891. She was a double decked ship, regis- 
tered at 2,371 tons, was 260 feet long, had 
44 feet beam, and was 2 feet deep. She 
was owned by Houghton ‘Brothers of Bath,

Court Tuesday much resembled the opening 
of a county fair.

. “DEATH OF GEN. KEYES. 


‘He Was an Aide to Gen. Scott and 
Fought at Bull Run. 


reached this city of the death of Gen. 
Erasmus Darwin Keyes in Nice, France, 
on Oct. ll. Gen. Keyes was born in Brim- 
field, Mass., May 29, 1810. He was admitted 
as a cadet at West Point during the year 
1828 and was graduated in 1832. In 1837 
he was aide to Gen. Scott and in 1848 he 
went to the frontier and did garrison duty 
until 1860, commanding a battery of artil- 
lery against hostile Indians in the North- 
west. At the breaking out of the rebellion 
Maj. Keyes was given command of the 
lith Regular Infantry, wth a Colonel's 
commission. He took part in the battle of 
Bull Run and was shortly after appointed 
Brigadier-General of volunteers. He was 
attached to the Armiy of the Potomac under 
Gen. McClellan and his division was active- 
ly engaged in the contests along the Chick- 
ahominy. 

Gen. Keyes was breveted Brigadier-Gen- 
eral of the regular army from May 31, 
1862, for meritorious service. 

In 1864 he removed to California. He was 
President of the Mexican Gold Mining Co. 
in 1867-69 and Vice-President of the Cali- 
fornia Wine Culture Society in 1878. He 
also became acquainted with a party of 
capitalists and established in San Fran- 
cisco the Humboldt Savings and Loan So- 
clety and became its Vice-President.

THE 0O8T OF SPOILS. 


The value of the application of the 
merit \system to municipal service has 
been peculiarly demonstrated in New 
York City. 

Investigation discloses the fact that 
the merit system has saved the city 
$17,000 a year in salaries through a re- 
duction of offices. When heads of de- 
partments discovered th they could 
not appoint favorite henchmen to places 
under the civil service regulations they 
found that they could dispense with the 
placés altogether—hence the saving. 

Experience with the merit system was 
not required to demonstrate that the 
spoils system is the most wasteful and! 
burdensome that can be adopted. Rea- 
son would affirm this proposition if 
practice had not proved it. When the 
offices can be distributed as political 
rewards at the will of the appointive 
power the pressure to increase them is 
irresistible. Every new office is a plum 
for a political worker, a new source of 
strength for the machine, an additional 
stimulus to corruption. 

Every city has suffered from this con- 
stant pressure for fresh pap under the 
spoils system, and few more than St. 
Louis, where the offices are now far in 
excess of the needs of the municipality 
and are still being increased despite the | 
conclusion of a commission controlled by 
a majority of the party. in power that 
there should be extensive cutting down 
of offices. The city is burdened with use- 
less salaries in order to satisfy the re- 
quirements of the machine and the de- 
mands of party workers.

NO STARVATION HERE.

He attached no importance to the report, 
and said he regarded it as another canard 
as to the seriousness of South American 
complications. The «Ambassador had re- 
ceived no; advices on the subject. It was 
clear to him, however, that ho such move 
would be made, certainly ‘not by way of the 
territory of an outside power. 

The status of the much debated Venezuela 
and Nicaragua questions .remains un- 
changed so far as the British officials are in» 
formed. 

Minister Andrade of Venezuela said that 
the report of a force landing in Brazil was 
self-evidently false, as it was out of the 
question for troops to march the great dis- 
tance from the Brazilian coast to Vene- 
zuela. If any such landing was attempted 
it could be made more easily in British 
Guinea, which is situated much nearer the 
disputed territory. The Minister has re- 
ceived no ward from his government indi- 
cating that there is no alarm in Venezuela. 

Minister Mendonca of Brazil said that the 
report that British soldiers were crossing 
Brazil was manifestly vague, inasmuch as 
Brazil was about the size of the United 
States, and it was like a report that troops 
were “‘crossing America.” 


DISCREDITED IN LONDON. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.—The Foreign Office of- 
ficials were questioned to-day by a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press as to the 
truth of the report published in the United 
States that an armed British force is march- 
ing through Brazilian territory and that 
its objective point is thatgpart of Venezuela 
which is claimed by the Bfitish Government.

Tha 
church now had seventy-nine Bishops, 4,544 
clergymen, 567 candidates for lay orders, 
190,820 baptisms in the past year and 131,478 
confirmations. There were now 618,500 com- 
municants, 5,117 church edifices and nearly 
600 institutions of a benevolent or educa- 
anes Berd cone: we i 

r. Duncan show that the bod “ 
municants was comparative! neato Sleeal 
than the number of the clérgy. e in- 
crease in the triennium had been 65.791 
while the list of priests had grown but ‘157. 
a fact he attributed to “sufficiency and 
diminunution af stipends.”

MERTING OF THE BANKERS, 


President Odell on the Need of a Scien- 
tific Financial System. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 15.—The American 
Bankers’ Association began its session in 
the Grand Opera House this morning at 10 
o’clock, with an unusually large attendance 


of delegates and a liberal sprinkling of 
visitors and on-lookers. The association 
was welcomed to the city by Mayor King 
and to the State by Hon. G. G. Jordan, 
president of the State Bankers’ Association, 


in a brief address. 

To these words of welcome President 
John J. P. Odell responded in behalf of thse 
visiting bankers and delivered his annual 
address. He suggested that the constitution 
be so amended as to permit State 
organizations to be represented in 
the body in the proportion of one 
delegate to every fty members 
and that the Executive Council be instruct- 
ed to undertake measures to encourage the 
formation of associations in those States 
not already supplied. He urged this for the 
reason that State organizations were in a 
better position than a national body to se- 
cure needed State legislation. — 

He concluded as follows: 

“A year ago, at your convention in Balti- 
more, a plan for the reformation of our na- 
tional currency system was adopted, and 
while the recommendation of the associa- 
tion did not meet with universal approval, 
the action of the convention gave rise to a 
most extensive agitation of the currency 
question, both in and out of Congress, and 
a great deal of valuable dis¢ussion followed. 
The effort of the association to deal with this 
subject has not been fruitless, and it is to 
be hoped that the agitation thus initiated 
will continue until the Government shall 
abandon the issuance of notes, and a more 
perfect currency system shall be adopted. 
The evits of our present system were never 
more apparent than to-day. During the 
period since we last met together our coun- 
try has passed through an experience that 
will not soon be forgotten. 

“Following a season of universal liquida- 
tion and distress, the country was confront- 
ed by a national Treasury forced almost to 
the very verge of bankruptcy, and was 
saved from this only by the heroic and 
a action of a wise and courageous 

resident. For weeks uncertainty and con- 
fusion prevailed, and were not allayed un- 
til by the sale of a large amount of bonds 
the Government recovered its gold reserve. 
That this expedient offered but temporary 
relief we have had ample evidence, and the 
signs are not wanting to indicate that we 
have yet more trouble in store, unless we 
shall depart entirely from the present make- 
shift and pernicious system of Governmen- 
tal note issues. With a scientific monetary 
system, based upon the standard which has 
received the indorsement of thé most civ- 
ilized nations, we may feel assured that 
the intelligent and energetic people of the 
United States will develop and utilize to an 
extent beyond the dreams of the wildest 
visionary the marvelous resources which 
nature has with such generosity bestowed 
upon us, until at last we shall take our 
true place among thé nations of the earth

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MISSING JERE . COUGHLIN. 
His Relatives Say He Disappeared About } 


the Time the Man Was Murdered and 
Thrown Into the Settling Basin. 


That waterworks murder mystery which’ 


the police claim was a case of suicide may 


yet be solved. 
_ On the morning of 


a ; 


June 17 last the body 
was found floating on 


the surface of basin No. 4 and carted off to 
the Morgue. ‘The police reported it a case 
of suicide without making the slightest in- 
vestigation, and the body was interred in 
the-Potter’s Field. 

_At the Morgue the corpse was identified 
as Wm. Stocker, a laborer living near Tenth 
street and St. Louis avenue, by. the wife of 
Stocker, who claimed to recognize the body 
by the clothes. Singularly enough Bill 
Stocker, or McGuire, as he called himself, 
was found at work in the cellar which was 
being dug for a new peeney wk Seventh and 
Walnut streets a few days later. 

Mrs. Stocker was positive that the clothes 
on the dead man were those her husband 
had worn and the latter refused to account 
for how the floater came by his clothing. 
Stocker had left home about the time the 
waterworks’ victim met his death and was 
mourned as dead. When he: was found alive 
and well by his son he stubbornly refused to 
explain where he had beem or how the dead 
man happened to have -on ‘the clothing 
which ‘Stocker wore“when he disappeared 
from home. n the light of to-day’s devel- 
epments Stocker may live to regret his 
stubbornness. 

Relatives of Jere Coughlin, formerly a 
well-to-do farmer living eight miles from 
Springfield, Ill., fear that he is the victim 
who was found dead in the basin. He dis- 
appeared Aprill. His relatives have since 
learned that he was in the city for a short 
time after that and all trace of him is 
lost. ‘They declare that if it was his dead 

that was taken from the basin that 
morning a foul murder had been done. An 
investigation is now be é and it is 
not cis robable that the mystery may be un- 
raveled. ‘ae * 

Coughlin ‘sold his ‘and came to St. 
Louis in April, 1884. > was 87 years old, 
unmarried and a man of tem é habits. 
He had a florid complexion, brown hair and 
light mustache, was 6 feet tall, and heavy 
in proportion and had large hands and feet. 
This description tallies with that of the 
waterworks victim. 

When the missing man first came here 
he bought a half interest in a meat market 
on South Broadway. A man named Leon- 
ard was his partner. Later Coughlin bought 
Leonard out and took a butcher employed 
by him as a partner. About this time 
Coughlin purchased four lots in Meacham 
Heights which he was to pay for in iIn- 
stallments. 
Hotel, but after he got pessession of the 
meat market he took a reom on South 
Eighth street and ate his meals in restau- 
rants wherever his fancy led him. 

Tiring of this Coughlin boarded with his 
cousin, Richard Shea, at 2319 Dodier street, 
where he remained about two months, leav- 
ing there about April 1. Mr. Shea now lives 
at 1508 Angelrodt street, and he and a 
brother of the supposed victim, Thomas 
a are now searching the town over 
for him. . 

A clew which Mr. Shea is in hopes may 
throw some light on the mystery is that 
when he left Coughlin had a black valise 
ef ordinary size on which the name “J. 
Coughlin” was stamped. No trace of this 
It is thought to con- 
tain a suit of clothes and some linen be- 
longing to Coughlin and may be held as 
uncalled-for- property at some hotel or 
boarding house. 

As Coughlin always carried money about 
his person his relatives fear he was slugged 
and robbed and his body thrown into the 
There was blood found on the 
coping of the reservoir- by one of the gate 
keepers several days before the body was 
found and the evidence of murder was so 
strong that he had the basin dragged and 
afterwards drained to satisfy himself that 
there was not a corpse concealed under the 
muddy water. The basin was not carefully 
drained and the body was not found, al- 
thotigh its condition when it rose to the 
surface showed it had been in the water 
several days. 

Coughlin’s. mother came to St. Louis dur- 
ing Fair week and from particulars she 
learned then:she became convinced that her 
son was the victim and that he was mur- 
dered: The family only learned of his dis- 
appearance through a real estate firm who 
wrote to notify the family that he had 
failed to make payments on his property. 
Themas Coughlin came here at once and be- 
gan aninvestigation. The aid of Chief Har- 
rigan has been solicited and a reward will 
be offered in a few days. Since Coughlin 
disappeared a number of notes have fallen 
due and the money is being held for him by 
a bank at Sprinefield. 

In case the investigation now being made 
shows the waterworks victim to have been 
Coughlin it will devolve upon the police to 
arrest Bill Stocker, alias McGuire, and let 
him explain; if he can, how his clothes 
came to be found on the dead man.

NEW RULE AS TO JURIRS. 


It Is Being Hetly Contestéd by Mem- 
bers of the Bar. 


The new rule of the judges of the Circuit 
Court in regard to impaneling special juries 
has already raised no end of a rumpus. 
This rule was decided upon during the 
summer vacation and although the term 
is yet young, there are signs of a general 
rebellion among the attorneys. 

Under the old rule the Jury Commissioner 
Was ordered by the court to “select” a 
Under the new rule inaugu- 
rated at this term the order instructs the 
Jury Commissioner to “draw’’ a special 
jury. is distinction makes a vast differ- 
ence in the venire, which is claimed by the 
lawyers to be unsatisfactory in- many re- 
spects., 

When the case of McGinniss against the 
city of St. Louis was called in Court-room 
No. 4 Tuesday morning, both sides an- 
nounced they were ready for trial. There 
had been a special jury called in the case. 
In announcing himself ready for trial] Chas. 
C. Allen, for the city, said that he desired 
to reserve an objection to the method of 
summoning the jury. After the jury had 
been called, Mr. Allen said: 

‘I desire, your honor, to raise some ob- 
jections to this venire under the statutes 
bearing on the point.’’ He then offered 
the following motion: 

“Now comes the defendant and moves the 
court to annul and set aside the order as 
heretofore entered on October 7, 1895, for a 
special venire for October 15, 1895, in the 
above entitled cause, and for grounds of 
such motion avers: 

“1, That said order as entered is not prop- 
erly entered, and is not the order prayed for 
in the motion of defendant for such special 
venire. 

“2. That said order is not according® to 


aw. 

“3. That said order requires and dirccts 
said Jury Commissioner to ‘draw’ the names 
of jurors, when it should have directed him 
to ‘select’ the jury. 

“4. Phat said order is entered in conform- 
ity with rule No. 37 of the Rules of this 
Court, which rule is contrary to the statutes 
and laws of Missouri.”’ 

Judge Dillon promptly dverruled the mo- 
tion. Before the trial proceeded Mr. Stone, 
for the plaintiff, raised a point. He said 
that as this case would probably go befo-e 
the Supreme Court he desired to be record- 
ed as objecting to the right of the city to 
call for a special jury. In his opinion the 
city has no right to spend a taxpayer’s 
money to call a special jury. 

Jury Commissionen Mansfield gave this 
ex lanation to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

he rule is new to me, but I am simply 
an officer of the court and follow its in- 
structions. It results, however, in .com- 
pletely nullifying the special jury law. 
Under this rule a special jury cannot be 
obtained. This order instructs me to draw 
the jury instead of select it, as the law 
says. Now, I have only one jury wheel, so 
a special jury drawn this way is igi 8 not 
a special jury. But it is none of my lookout. 
I must do as the judges order.’ 

Aside from the fact that tnis rule makes 
it practically impossible,to obtain a special 
jury, attorneys claim that it will operate 
to greatly retard the progress of tr in 
jury cases, The panels under this rule 
call for fifty jurors, while the old rule only 
demanded eighteen. Now there are fifty 
jurors to examihe as to qualification, .while 
before there were only hteen. . This 
makes the selection of a jury a tedious and 
time-consuming job. 

In Court Room No. 3 the same question 
was raised by both sides in the case of the 
St. Louis, Keokuk & Northwestern Railway 
agettes the nee Steet Lumber Company.

trying to select a jury on one of the venires 
under the new rule. One man was found 
who could not qualify on account of not 
being able to understand the En h/ lan- 
guage. This raised the question as to how 
the jury was summon and precipitated 
discussion. Both sides objected’ to the 
venire and Judge Withrow expressed his 
opinion that the. matter had better be de- 
cided before the case went on. But no 
one seems to know-who should decide it. 
Tuesday afternooh a number of attorneys 
will meet and formulate some plan to have 
the validity of the new rule passed upon. 
‘A similar motion to that made by Mr. A]}- 
len in Judge Dillon’s court was made before 
Judge Klein h the same result. Until 
this point is detided there will be endless 
confusion arising in special jury cages.

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DIRECT FROM AMSTERDAM 


and Spices. 


Within a month the shipment of Java 
coffee, spices, cocoa beans and other prod- 
ucts of the Dutch East Indies will begin 
direct from Amsterdam te St. Louis. This 


will be an innovation upon. established 
methods of a good deal of interest to both 
dealers and users of these staple articles 
in St. Louis and in the territory which de- 
pends upon St. Leuis for its supply. It 
will be especially true with respect to coffee 
and cocoa, as these are the articles most 
in use. 

J. Van Biema, head of the large Amster- 
dam commission.and trading house of Van 
Biema, Nykerk & Co., h a conference 
with one of the big St..Lenis tea and coffee 
concerns. Tuesday morning and an agree- 
ment was reached to the effect above noted. 
It is a deal involving a large amount of 
money and virtually establishes the St. 
Louis house as the agent of the Dutch 
Government for the Central and Western 
sections of the United States, as the Gov- 
ernment has a monopoly of these articles 
and sells them as any other dealer. The- 
Amsterdam house handles a large propor- 
tion of these products of the Dutch Indies, 
which come to the United States, and the 
object of Mr. Van Biema in establishing 
a markeé in St. Louis direct from the Dutch 
capital is to extend trade by cheapening 
the price to consumers in this territory. 
The arrangement made this morning prac- 
tically eliminates the New York importer 
and jobbers from the St. Louis\Java coffee 
trade, and will, Mr. Van Biema'says, effect 
an appreciable economy in high grade Java 
to this market, as well as in the other minor 
articles. This, he thinks, will push them 
along and widen the market.
